Quick Treaty Urged 

MOSCOW (AP)—Russia and 
three. other Socialist powers 
demanded Monday night that 
the West agree to a quick 
peace treaty’ with Germany to 
end “criminal playings with 
fire.” 

In a joint statement published 
Monday night the four powers, 
Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia 


and East Germany declared 
“the most important step is the 
conclusion of a peace treaty 


with both German states.” 

The statement added that the 
four countries “are ready to 
conclude such a treaty and are 
convinced that the question of 
a peaceful settlement of the 
German question, including the 
problem. of West Berlin, will 
find a positive outcome.”

eral companies in West Ger-| 
many which purifies uranium | 
ore by using the principle of) 
the cream separator. It separa-| 
tes the heavier isotopes of ura- 
nium from the lighter, fission- 
able isotopes by centrifugal 
force, 

A United States firm, Thor- 
Westcliffe Development Inc. of 
Santa Fe, N.M., has been licens- 
ed to import the centrifuge for 
study. It is said to be much 
cheaper than present methods 
of extraction. But Atomic En- 
ergy Commission (AEC) of- 
ficials said Thor-Westcliffe still 
has not used the license issued 
last January. 


The AEC said the device was 
still in the development stage 
and it was too early to say 
whether it was a significant de- 
velopment. 


However, the Washington 
Post said the United States has 


approached the West German 
Government in an attempt to 
have techniques for purifying 
uranium classified “secret” as 
they are In America. 


If the device is workable, it 
could make it possible for new 
nations to develop atomic 
energy at a greatly reduced cost 
than the present extraction sys- 
term. 

Sen. Albert Gore,. (D-Tenn.) 
in a prepared statement, said the 
device figured in a statement by 
Sen. John F. Kennedy, the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. 

In a letter to former AEC 
member Thomas E. Murray, 
Kennedy said he was. opposed 
to the United States resuming 
atmosphere testing of nuclear 
devices. | 

Kennedy said firm agreements 
on nuclear disarmament were 
important because “new ad- 
vances in technology have 
brought atomic weapons within 
reach of several additional na- 
tions.” 

Gore predicted “within the 
tenure of the next President 20 
or more nations will attain nu- 
clear capability.” The Senator 
said, “adequate control of nu- 
clear weapons is already beyond 
the reach of tripartite agree- 
ments.”

Court Nixes 
Appeal Led 
By Pauling 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
U.S. Supreme Court, with the 
consent of all parties, dismissed

Nixon Rebukes Kennedy;

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah (AP) 
—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon reaffirmed his stand on 
Quemoy and Matsu and said the 
next administration must make 
certain America is the strongest 
nation in the world militarily 
“whatever the cost may be.” 


In last Friday night’s debate 
his Democratic opponent, Sen. 
John F. Kennedy, said military 
leaders consider Quemoy and 
Matsu indefensible and that try- 
ing to hold them against a Com- 
munist attack could provoke a 
world war. 

Nixon disagreed. He said the 
islands must be defended on 
principle. 

Monday night in Pittsburgh 
Kennedy said he cannot believe 
the American people will put 
their confidence in a party and 
leader who commits the United 
States to defend “two rocks off 
the coast of (Communist) 
China.” 

Monday night in Salt Lake 
City Nixon said anybody who

those’ islands, it would “only 
heat and not satisfy” their ap- 
petites.

With practically unparallelled 
surroundings, Oslo attracts visi- 
tors both in winter and sum- 
mer. 


ent Scandinavian Air: 
lines System services link the 
city with the other Scandinavi- 
an capitals, and triangular air 
tours—taking in both Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden—have re- 
cently become highly popular. 

Oslo was founded—in 1950— 
by a Viking king. In getting 
acquainted with the city and its 
sights, you are constantly re- 
minded of the close association 
between the Norwegians and 
the sea. 

All visitors see the three au- 
thentic Viking ships at Bygdoy. 
They are contained in a sepa- 
rate museum, together with 
carts, household goods, orna- 
ments and clothing, all found 
in the graves of Viking chief- 
tains. 

Another building at Bygdoy 
houses the sturdy ship “Fram,” 
which Was specially construct- 
ed for Polar exploration. Not 
much bigger than a tug-boat, it 
was used by Nansen in his fa- 
— crossing of the Arctic 


A third building, finally, con- 
tains not a boat but a raft—the 
“Kon Tiki.” on which Thor 
Heyerdah! and his companions 
drifted across the Pacific on a 
latter-day Viking adventure. 

Love of the outdoors is a 
charactéristic trait of the Nor- 
wegians, and in wintertime 
Oslo's trams and buses are out- 
fitted with special devices to 
hold skis and ski poles. 

Holmenkollen, one of the 
world’s best known ski jumps, 
is just 20 minutes from the 
center of Oslo, and well over 
100,000 visitors flock there to 
see the annual competitions. 

Holmenkollen is actually part 
of a national park of moun- 
tainous woodland, Nordmarka, 
which has been donated by a 
leading citizen to provide re- 
creation facilities for Oslo’s 
citizens. 

It offers limitless variety in 


hiking, skiing or riding, the 
view of the city and fjord is 
fabulous, and the rivers are 


stocked with trout waiting to 
bite. 

There are several inns in the 
area, where in front of biazing 
log fires you may enjoy such 
Norw n gpecialties as “fe- 
nalar” (smoked leg of lamb) 
wrap in Norwegian “thin 
bread” “fjelirype” (ptarmigan), 
broiled trout with sour cream, 
or smoked salmon. 

In summertime the big 
“horseshoe” at the foot of the 
Holmenkollen ski jump is con- 
verted into a giant swimming 
pool, 

At that time, too, white sails 
in profusion begin to adorn the 
Oslo Fjord. The Norwegians— 
King Olav included—are avid 
vachtsmen, and the Hanko Re- 
gatta at the end of June is one 
of the big events of.the year. 

Thanks to the Gulf Stream, 
the water is pleasant for bath- 
ing, and the Norwegians claim 
it is warmer than anywhere 
else in Europe north of the Me- 
diterranean. 

One of the most talked about 
sights in Oslo is Vigeland Park, 
whose 75 acres contain 150 
sculpture groups by Gustav 
Vigeland. 

Commissioned by the city of 
Oslo, Vigeland was given an 
opportunity that few artists 
ever get; to present his view 
of the world in its entirety.

Park in Oslo features Gustav Vigeland’s great 
series of sculptures depicting the life of man from birth to 
the grave.

Pottery by Chaplain’s Wife 
Selected for Issuikai Show

Two ceramic bowls made by 
Mrs. Charlies W. Stipek, an 
American amateur potter, has 
been chosen by the Issuikai, a 
group of artists, for display at 


the Tokyo Metropolitan Museum 
in Ueno. 


Mrs. Stipek is the wife of 
Chaplain Lt. Col. Stipek and has 
been living in Grant Heights 
for the past two and a half 
years. When Chaplain Stipek 
was stationed in Germany she 
started learning pottery making 
but according to Mrs. Stipek 
she did not do any work for 10 
years after returning to the 
States from Germany. 


In Japan Mrs. Stipek who had 
seen many exquisite ceramics 
was stimulated to take up the 
art again. “I want to take les- 
sons from Japanese potters, but 
I have not been successful in 
finding any who is willing to 
teach a foreigner who does not 
know the Japanese language,” 
says Mrs. Stipek. However, 
Yoshinori Kinoshita and Inosu- 
ke Hazama, both  Issuikai 
judges who: praise her accom- 
plishments highly, promised to 
find a suitable instructor for 
her, according to Mrs. Stipek. 


Mrs. Stipek has a little work- 
shop in her house where she 
works whenever she finds time 
and takes Ner clay objects to 
the Yokota hobby shop to be 
fired. On the workshop shelves 
there are rows of varied pro- 
duce, such as plates, vases, 
bowls and pots of al! sizes. She 
prefers brown, green and white 
glazes. 


She says that she goes to art 
museums at least once a week. 
“In winter the unheated hall is 
so cold that I have to leave it 
when my feet become numb 
from the cold,” she continues, 
“but I return to the same hal! 
till I finish viewing the rest of 
the exhibits.” 


Mrs. Stipek obtains the neces- 
sary clay from Mashiko, known 
for its production of pottery, in 
Tochigi Prefecture. She hopes 
to get clay from Amakusa in 
Kumamoto where, she has

heard, the best clay is available. 
She is now having a wood 
burning kiln built in the gar- 
den of her Connecticut home. 
She has an electric kiln, but 
she says, “I think baking by 
wood fire produces an interest- 
ing finish with uneven surface.” 
The chaplain’s wife does not 
think that she has artist’s blood 
in her, but the family has an- 
other artist, her son being a 
professional photographer who 
provides artistic photographs to 
various American magazines. 


He lives in New York where he} 


has built a Japanese garden 
with rocks and trees, according 
to Mrs. Stipek. 


The American potter says 
that she started painting at the 
age of 10, but her father who 
believed that every girl should 
acquire a skill with which she 
would be able to earn her liv- 
ing, sent her to a nursing 
school. “I finished the school, 
but I have never worked in 
nursing,” states Mrs. Stipek. ~ 

Reserved and soft spoken 
Mrs. Stipek expresses her wish 
to stay in Japan much longer, 
but she is leaving for the States 
in April when her husband will 
be reassigned. She is taking 
home Japanese chests of draw- 
ers, “naga-hibachi” (oblong 
brazier),. woodblock prints, 
screens, Japanese paintings, lac- 
querware, antiques and  ce- 
ramics which she has collected 
during her stay here. Her 
home in Connecticut has .many 
antiques from different parts of 
the world and the things which 
she will take home will be an- 
other addition.

I preferred to open the 
bidding with one spade rather 
than one club, as the hand was 
too weak and I thought a spade 
bid made it harder for the op 
ponents to come in. 

As the cards lie, there was no 
way of making the bid, because 
I had to lose the heart king as 
well as the inevitable three 
aces. However, when the oppo- 
nent made an opening lead with

an ace, it was a step toward 
making it, because it establish- 
ec the king of diamonds and I 
could shed a heart. In other 
words, I held two heart losers 


Then the rest would depend on 
my guessing the trump si 
tion. 

What actually happened was 
that West shifted to the ace of 
hearts and led out the 10.. I 
was overwhelmed with joy. It 
never occurred to me that it 
might have been a doubleton, 


I saw already two aces from 
West, therefore, it was not diffi- 
cult to spot the third ace in the 
other hand. Furthermore, there 
was nothing I could do when 


East had both A-Q of spades. I 


led the deuce and called the 
four spots from dummy to 
cover the three from West and, 
bang, came the ace from East. 


As I thought I had the bid 
made, East led back a heart and 
my blood pressure shot right 
up. There was nothing I could 
do when West overtrumped 
with the queen. Dummy’s king 
was helpless becaus> there was 
still a heart in dummy. I was 
sloppy—lI could have got rid of 
that small heart under my high 
club, prior to touching trumps. 


The fallacy in leading an ace 
is that promotion for the jack 
or 10 in the partner’s hand is 
slowed down, when compared 
to cases where the ace catches 
the king or queen.

Osamu (The Magician) 
Mihara has done it again. 

The premier baseball 
strategist of Japan led the 
inspired Taiyo Whales, 
tenants of the Central 
League basement until 
this spring, to a 1-0 vic- 
tory in the opener of the 
1960 Japan Series over the 
heavily favored Daimai 
Orions at Kawasaki Sta- 
dium yetserday. 

Pushed into an underdog role 
by an overwhelming majority 
of the nation’s baseball writers, 


the light-hitting Whiz Boys of 
Kawasaki surprised 18,354 fans 


by outgunning the longball- 
hitting Orions. 
The Whales collected a 


homer, a double and three sin- 
gies for nine total bases against 
the Orions’ five singles. 

Hidenori Kanemitsu, a left- 
handed hitter with only a .256 
batting average and five homers 
to his credit, became the day’s 
hero by clouting a 350-foot four- 
master into the  rightfield 
bleachers for the only run of 
the game. 

The jackpot blow came In the 
bottom of the seventh. First 
man up, Kanemitsu took a 
mighty swing at the first pitch 
and sent the white pill over the 
fence. That was the ball game. 

Lanky submarine hurler No- 
boru Akiyama (21-10), the Cen- 
tral League’s Most Valuable 
Player and leading pitcher with 
an ERA of 1.75, stified the 
vaunted bats of the Orions for 
eight and one-third innings to 
share the day's honors with 
Kanemitsu. 

Akiyama yielded five hits and 
walked five men and found him- 
self in tight spots several times, 
but each time he came through 
unscathed. Eight Orion run- 
ners were left stranded on base. 

Both teams played errorless 
ball. The Orions pulled off two 
double plays and the Whales 


one. 

The key stra c move of 
the game was furnished by 
Manager Mihara as expected. It 
came in the top of the first in- 
ning when Taiyo starter Taka- 
shi Suzuki walked the first 
batter and yielded a grasshop- 
per single to the next man, 

With two potential runs on 
base, Suzuki faced the Pacific 
League’s leading hitter, Jleft- 
handed’ Kihachi Enomoto. Mi- 
hara decided to stick with Suzu- 
ki. Enomoto fanned, 

Suzuki had thrown only 10 
pitches. Mihara then made his 
surprise move by yanking 
Suzuki out and sending Aki-- 
yama to the mound. 

The righthander’s zooming 
fast balis and breaking sinkers 
had the Orions’ “Missile Trio” 
—Enomoto, Kazuhiro Yamauchi 
and Takao Katsuragi—eating 
out of his hands. The nation’s 
highest-rated cleanup trio col- 
lected only two puny hits among 
them off Akiyama. 

Enomoto collected one single 
in four times at bat and fanned 
twice. Yamauchi accounted for 
the other single. Katsuragi went 
hitless. 

The credit for the win went 
to Akiyama and the loser was 
Katsumi Nakanishi (16-10),

Trade Pact 
With Japan 


Iran has promised to remove 
its import restrictions on vart- | 
ous Japanese goods within one | 


Week under a new trade pact | 
signed with Japan yesterday, | 


the Foreign Office reported. 
Documents for the new Ja- 


pan-Iran trade arrangement 


were signed at Tehran by Japa- | 


nese Charge d’Affaires Yo Kami- 
kawa amd Iranian Vice Com- 
merce Minister G. R. Mogha- 
dam. The two nations simul- 
taneously exchanged official 
notes containing Japan’s pledge 
to offer economic cooperation 
worth $30 million, 

The trade arrangement, which 
takes effect immediately, is to 
be valid for one year and auto- 
matically renewed annually 
provided no two-month advance 
notice on its termination is 
made by either country. 

According to the Foreign Of- 
fice, the new pact provides for 
mutual treatment .of each 
other's merchandise on a foot- 
ing not inferior to that of any 
third nation in issuing import 
licenses. 

Japan also promised to try to 
import annually $12 million 
worth of Iranian goods includ- 
ing mineral ores, raw wool, 
rugs and dried fruits. 

The two nations agreed to 
hold a conference Once a year 
alternately at their capitals to 
review the progress of com- 
merce. ; 

Japan’s economic cooperation 
will be extended both through 
private investment in Iran and 
Government-approved private 
exports of industrial facilities 
and machinery on an install- 
ment payment basis. Payments 
may be made in eight to 10 
years with interest rates equal 
to the prevailing rates of the 
World Bank. The cooperative 
export privilege for Iran, how-

Fish Talks Slated 
To Begin in Canada 


Demarcation of a line ‘for 
Japan's salmon fishing opera- 
tions in the northern Pacific is 
expected to again be the subject 
of sharp arguments between 
Japan and the United States at 
the seventh annual session of 
the International North Pacific 
Fishery Commission opening in 
Vancouver on Oct. 17. 

The tripartite fishery confer- 
ence—Canada is the third mem- 
ber—will last until Nov. 12, dur- 
ing which the commission will 
meet in various other Canadian 
cities. 

The conference this year is 
scheduled to be focused on two 
principal topics—whether sal-

U.S. Cotton Crop 
Above Average 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Agriculture Department 
Monday estimated th year's 


cotton crop at 14,553,000 bales 
of 500 pounds gross weight. 

This estimate is 28,000 bales 
less than last month's official 
forecast of 14,581,000 bales. It 
compared with 14,558,000 pro- 
duced last year and 13,710,000 
for the 10-year (1949-58) average. 

The crop will be supplement- 
ed by a reserve and surplus of 
7,600,000 bales accumulated from 
past crops. Much of this is 
held by the Government under 
farm price support programs. 

The department estimated that 
yield per harvested acre would 
be 450 pounds compared with 
462 last year and 345 for the 
10-year average.

New Uranium 
Found in Tottori - 


TOTTORI (Kyodo)—A promis- 
ing new uranium ore deposit 
has been discovered in the 
Kaminokura district of Misaki- 
machi, Tohaku-gun, Tottori 
Prefecture, it was disclosed yes- 
terday. 


The discovery was made dur- 
ing boring tests for uranium 
ore, being conducted since last 
year by the Japan Atomic Fuel 
Corporation, 

The new uranium deposit is 
reported to contain high-grade 
ore of 20,000 counts. 

A considerable quantity of 
uranophane (allotropic modi- 
fication of uranium) was also 
discovered about 200 meters 
inside the mouth of the No. 1 
pit in the same area. The 
thickness of the uranophane 
ore vein has not been ascertain-

U.K. Sales 
To Japan 
Said Small 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
While Japanese imports are in- 
Britain's sales to Ja- 
pan are very small, says the 


{writes Bulletin for Industry, 


published Tuesday. 


The Bulletin gives three pos- 
sible reasons for this. 


1. Largely because of insuf- 
ficient contacts between U.K. 
and Japanese businessmen and 
inadequate promotion of U.K.- 
Japanese trade generally,” the 
merits of U.K. products— parti- 
cularly machine tools—are lit- 
tle known, 


2. Technical links between 
U.K. and Japanese firms, “which 
would lead naturally to the im- 
port of U.K. production,” are 
infrequent. 

3. U.K. delivery dates “are 
often comparatively long and 
uncertain,” and in some cases of 
long delivery there is a reluc- 
tance to quote firm prices. 

“All this,” the Bulletin says, 
“comes down to a reluctance to 
cultivate the Japanese market 
with sufficient determination 
and aggressiveness.” 

“There are some signs that 
this attitude is changing, but 
two reasons exist for hoping 
that the change will quickly be 
pressed further,” the Bulletin 
says. 

“These reasons are that the 
Japanese economy has a record 
of very rapid growth which, 
taking one year with another, is 
likely to continue, and that Ja- 
pan has now embarked on a 
program of import liberaliza- 
tion. 

“The agreement signed with 
U.K. on July 15 for the year 
ending March 1961 represents 
an important step in further 
liberalization. 

“But, for the most part, U.K. 
exporters are now competing to 
fill global quotas instead of the 
former bilateral or non-dollar 
quotas. 

“Hence the Japanese market 
has become much more open to 
international competition and 
success will now depend still 
more on sales effort.”

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Red China’s Failure 
The decision of the United Nations General Assembly 
to shelve for another year the question of a seat for Com- 
munist China seems to be the wisest course to pursue in 
all the difficult circumstances of the case, although it must 
be conceded that the present situation is not completely 


satisfactory. 


At present China is representedin the United Nations— 
and in the Security Council itgselfi—by the delegation of 
the Nationalist Chinese Government seated in the island 


of Taiwan. 


Although this Government can claim to be 


the legitimate Government of China, it is obvious that it 
does not represent all the interests that have arisen on 


the Chinese mainland. 


On the other hand, the Communist Government in Pei- 
ping, which claims a seat today in the United Nations, is 
a regime which has obtained power by military force and 
retained it by physical repression of all opposition. More- 
over, it has perpetrated various kinds of external aggres- 


sion and in one such case, 


condemned by the United Nations for its actions. 


that of Korea, it has been

It is, therefore, a moot question whether such a regime 
is a fit and proper one to be admitted to the international 
organization and whether it can sincerely subscribe to the 


provisions of the United Nations Charter. 


It is impossible 


to forget that in the Korean War the armed forces of the 
Peiping regime were fighting United Nations soldiers, and 
the same regime's recent conduct in Tibet, where a deter- 
mined attempt appears to have been made to destroy the 


Tidetan nation, is unforgivable. 


There has been no sign 


from Peiping of any intention to mend its ways; indeed, 
Communist spokesmen in the Red Chinese capital have 
gone so far as to indicate their disbelief in peaceable “cp- 
existence” with the free nations while making intense 
hatred of the United States the pivot of their policy, both 


domestic and external. 


~In these circumstances, it is difficult for those who wish 
to make the United Nations as representative as possible 
to recommend the acceptance of Communist China as a 


member. 


There is a ‘widespread feeling that such accep- 


tafice could only come after a solemn promise from Peiping 


to mend its ways in very important matters. 


At the same. 


problems, especially the problem of disarmament,

hardly be solved without consultation with Commu 
China—a country with a population of some 600 million 
people, which maintains huge armed forces and possibly 
may soon be in a position to manufacture nuclear weapons. 
The margin in the voting (42 to 34 against, with 22 
abstentions) was smaller than had been expected in the 
closest division on the issue in the 10 years that the United 
States has successfully asked the General Assembly to take 
no action on the Communist demand to oust Nationalist 


China and seat the Peiping regime. 


The newly admitted 


African states generally abstained from voting; the circum- 
stances were peculiarly difficult for them and we cannot 
perhaps justly accuse them of want of courage. 

_ Japan was one of the 42 nations which voted for the 
prohibitory resolution, not, of course, out of any disregard 
for the interests of the Chinese people but because of the 


principles involved. 


A number of those who advocated the admission of Red 
China appear to have done so simply because it is a Com- 
munist state and they wished to add to the number of Com- 


munist members of the United Nations. 


This is a wrong 


view to take, ahd so long as a country behaves itself, and 
agrees to abide by the provisions of the Charter, the question 
of whether it is Communist-ruled or not should not arise. 

It may be that communism is a doctrine difficult to 
reconcile with the objectives of the United Nations, but 
this is a larger question which must be regarded as shelved 
for the present in view of the admission of a whole number 
of members of the Communist bloc. The Communist na- 
tion which claims to be the leader of this bloc has no 
good record in the United Nations’ deliberations and, by 
the exercise of the veto in the Security Council and other 
means, has persistently tried to make the international 
organization an instrument of Communist pretensions. The 
Jast and greatest of these attempts failed when Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s move to destroy the Secretariat and 
move the United Nations away from New York was turned 


down 


Mr. Khrushchev’s statement on Saturday night that 
the close margin by which the admission of Red China 
to membership in the United Nations was defeated indicated 
that America was “not winning but losing the cold war” 


reveals. his way of thinking. 


The Soviet Premier clearly 


regards the United Nations as one of the battlegrounds on 
which he and his following of Communist-ruled states are 
privileged to. fight by all means in their power against the 
free nations whom they hope one day to gather up under 


their banner. ~ : 


While there are good reasons for believing that com- 
munism everywhere is detrimental to democracy and the 
best kind of human progress, it appears that Red China 
is the protagonist in its most extreme form of this obstacle 
to International harmony. But as we have indicated, it is 
not communism itself that was before the bar of the United 
Nations but a regime which has a history of action which 
is directly contrary to the principles of the international 


organization. 


It is in these circumstances that we firmly, although 
reluctantly, believe that another year’s exclusion is essen- 
tial for the good of all concerned. Japan, as Red China’s 
near neighbor, is desirous of the best possible relations 
with that country but cannot surrender any moral principle 


to gain that end. 


It is a matter of profound regret, how- 


ever, that the Peiping Government has so largely ignored 


world opinion.

WASHIN TON — Nikita 
Khrushchev may yet have his 
way and so /fbreak up the 
United Nations. But it is in 
this very forum, paradoxically, 
that he will lose prestige for 
himself and for his country the 
longer he hangs about there 
on his mission of destruction.

That this process has already 
set in against Khrushchev is 
apparent.

It was no accident that it 
was the British Prime Minister 
who took on the real job of 
replying to Khrushchev in be- 
half of all the West. Macmil- 
lan is a true pro in the most 
demanding of the publit arts, 
that of making a case in such 
a way as to beat the opposition 
soundly over the head with the 
most unimpeachable politeness. 

Khrushchev banged the table 
simply because Macmillan was 
tearing his case apart—with 
flawless manner and taste and 
skill. Unlike the President of 
the United States, who is aloof 
from such ceaseless contentions, 
any Prime Minister of Britain 
must face his opposition day 
by day in a very tough place, 
the House of Commons. 

Now, some may consider de- 
bating a mere exercise for 
pantywaists; but they could not 
be more wrong. This is one 
exercise in which you have 


got to have long know-how, and ~ 


usually a kind of 
talent. To send an unskilled 
man into a parliamentary 
forum, no matter how much 


inherited 


inherent power he may control, 
is like sending a 250-pound 
farm boy against a *160-pound 
rofessional boxer who has 
cen long in the trade. 

The unskilled man will lose 
first his argument and then his 
head. When his héad is lost, 
when he begins to shout and 
scream, he does more than 
merely annoy his hearers in 
such a forum of profession- 
alism. He also loses basic 
credit; what he has said so 
poorly will begin to outweigh 
even his capacity to act. This 
is one instance in which, in 
one way, words begin to over- 
shadow possibile deeds, 


This correspondent has seen 
it again and again in the Sen- 
ate, where the essential reali- 
ties are similar to those in the 
U.N. The late Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy, for an illustration, had 
more national. followers than 
any two of his judges—and 
thus more inherent persona! 
power—when the Senate moved 
in 1954 to condemn him, 


But he was condemned all 
the same—and not so much be- 
cause of what he had done as 
because he was not really at 
home in the. forum where he 
worked and thus fatally under- 
estimated it. Thus a prediction: 
Khrushchev will leave U.N. 
headquarters with féwer real 
supporters than when he came.

Three-Way Election Fight Seen 


There seems to be a consider- 
able difference in quality and 
quantity between the forthcom- 
ing general election scheduled 
to take place on Nov. 20 and 


nor parties are expected to run 
in the race. 

The total number of candl- 
dates for the coming general 
election is likely to reach 850 


the previous election on May 22, t 860 


1958. 
The previous election was the 
first showdown in postwar 


years between the conservative 
and reformist political forces, 
whereas the forthcoming elec- 
tion will be held in a triangular 
contest—among the  Liberal- 
Democratic Party, the Socialist 
and Democratic Socialist parties. 


In other words, the forthcom- 
ing election will not be a fight 
between the conservative and 
reformist forces as in the pre- 
vious election. For the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, it will be a 
fight among various intraparty 
factions which intend to expand 
their own influence within the 
party on the assumption that 
the party will be certain to 
emerge victorious in the elec- 
tion. 


For the reformist forces on 
the other hand, the election 
will provide a suitable arena for 
a showdown between the two 
Socialist parties. 


It is also expected that the 
Democratic Socialist Party will 
wedge itself into the Liberal- 
Democratic influence. 


Another important difference 
is that this year there will be 
about 100 less candidates run- 
ning than in the last election. 
About 850 candidates are expect- 
ed to fight for 467 seats of the 
Lower House. The number of 
candidates was 951 in the pre- 
vious election. 


The Liberal-Democratic Party 
Monday selected the first group 
of its official candidates totaling 
346 while the Socialist, Democra- 
tic Socialist and Communist 


_ parties have already selected the 


greater part of their official can- 
didates. 


The total number of official 
candidates selected by the four 
parties as of yesterday was 755 
— 346 Tories, 187 Socialists, 104 
Democratic Socialists and 118 
Communists. 


Because of intraparty strug- 
gies, however, the Liberal- 
Democratic Party is 
select candidates for 20 more 
constituencies. 

About 50 more members are 
expected to be listed either on 
its ticket as its second or third 
group of Tory candidates or 
given its membership certificate, 


‘a treatment similar to official 


party recognition. 
In addition, 50 to 60 inde- 
pendents and affiliates with mi- 


yet to. 


The two major reasons for 
fewer candidates are: 

1, Priority for nomination 
has been placed on the mem- 
bers of the House of Represen- 
tatives in order to get as many 
Tory candidates ag possible re- 
turned to the Lower House, and 

2. Those with only slim 
chances for success have been 
screened by leaders of the fac- 
tions they belong to who are 
interested in increasing their 
strength within the party. 

On the other hand, the two 
Opposition Socialists, when their 
strength is combined, nominat- 
ed 45 more candidates for the 
coming general election than 
they did for the previous gen- 
eral election held before they 
were split. 

At the time of the previous 
election the two parties, still 
maintaining a single common 
entity of the Japan Socialist 
Party, nominated 246 candi- 
dates to run on their common 
ticket, ; 

This time, however, following 
the subsequent split into two 
rival parties, the two Socialist 
parties have ignored a vital 
strategic rule of selecting only 
promising candidates, too an- 
xious to overpower the other. 

The fact that the Democratic 
Socialist Party has nominated 
as many as 50 new faces as its 
candidates shows its immaturi- 
ty as a minority party and im- 
patience to such political unity. 

Plagued by the lack of per- 
sonnel resources as a result of 
the fatal split, both Opposition 
parties are still unable to nomi- 
nate 200 candidates each, the 
number set as their target for 
the coming general election. 

Judging from this fact alone, 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
will most likely prové far more 
victorious than the two opposi- 
tion parties at the coming elec- 
tion. The prediction is possible 
even today when its official full- 
dress campaigning is yet to get 
started. 

The Socialist Party boastfully 
vows that it will secure a nu- 
merical strength large enough 
to block the _ revision of 
the Constitution singlehandedly 
through the coming election. 

In order to prevent the Con- 
stitution from being revised, 
however the party must at least 
return 156 of its candidates to 
the House of Representatives. 

In other words, in addition to 
returning every member now 


Lower Money Rates 

The Ikeda Cabinet has stress- 
ed the need of lowering money 
rates as essential for the na- 
tion’s economic growth. And 
it seems that the Government 
is ready to put the policy into 
foree for this purpose. Finance 
Minister Mikio Mizuta, arriving 
in Osaka Tuesday on a stump- 
ing tour, emphasized that 
banking circles should volun- 
tarily lower money rates so 
that they may fall in line with 
the international level of inter- 
est. The need-for lowering 
money rates is greater with the 
progress of trade and foreign 
exchange liberalization. Other- 
wise, it will be impossible for 
the nation’s industries to com- 
pete with the rest of the world 
in overseas markets. The bank- 
ing circles are urged to respond 
to the Government’s appeal in 
order to tide over hardships ex- 
pected from the liberalization 
policy.—Mainichi Shimbun

Tt seems that people in gen- 
eral approved the Ikeda Cabi- 
nets estimate that the nation’s 


economy will grow at an an- 
nual rate of 9 per cent for the 
coming three years. But it is 
problematical whether the na- 
tion can be optimistic about the 
future of the country’s economy 
as estimated by the Govern- 
ment.

Since 
signs of this business recession 
were first noted last February 
the U.S. has resorted to a. varie- 
ty of measures such as lowering 
discount rates. So far the meas- 
ures have failed to prove effec- 
tive. It is essential for this na- 
tion to be wary about U.S: eco- 
nomic moves.—Yomiuri Shim-
